She and her ic* Imsband, Andrew Qiristol fersen, a carpenter, nevod 
here. She worked as a secretary in the Welfare Office, liolduig this jeh for 
about 0 maitJis. During the l^SUs, she worked for tl>e first National Rank 
in Dormers Kerry for seven years. It appears AJ:aa got a divorce and re- 
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marricd within a year. She rnrried Bervin V. Ibll, her present Imsband. Tliey 
lived in Bonners Ferry for uhout n year, 19(»1 to I9u2, when tiicy moved to 
Yellowtail Ikvn, Montana, In 1963, the flails noved to Sweet Homo, Oregon, 
where Aina worked as a bank teller, then, in li*o6, they moved to llureka, Mon¬ 
tana where they stayed mtil 1978, 

Ounces are that relatives of Alma's three husbands are still in this area 
(Lethrud, Oiristofferson aid Ibll), so all possible leads should be followed 
to locate and interview these people. Aim still lias contacts in tiiese 
are*s as site fuis called there .and visited from tine to tiaie.

During t‘>e court case 
in 1079, All says she "may not have" reported the fee she received for a 
deprogramming done in Pennsylvania ($450). Attorney Powers says tiie fees 
for ti»e case so far, as of July 1979, arc $135,522. In March 1978, All said 
the Marks case against her would cost a lot of money and she had a lot of 
attention on it. Her husband had retired but l* had to go back to wnrk 
because they needed tiie money to fight the suit. Undated anJ unverified 
report was that she had probably misappropriated funds from a trust find 
which she administers and she and her husband bilked atout $2S,000 out of 
the LcAlairs in a business deal.) .
